IN THE HOUSE. 
SOUTHERN CLAIMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasurmeron, D. C., April 15.—The House 
devoted the day to the consideration of the 
Southern Claims question, upon Gen. Bragg’s 
amendment to abolish the Southern Claims 
Commission. The result was that Bragg was 
defeated by 65 to 113. The subject is not yet 
ended, however, as @ proposition to adopt 
the Potter Claims Commission bill of last year 
is pending. There is not much probability that 
it will pass. The debate on the Bragg amend- 
ment showed that the Claims Commission had 
a great many friends among the Democrats, and 
that the Republicans generally would not vote 
to abolish it. Perhaps the most novel feature 
in the debate was the testimony which ex-Con- 
federate soldiers bore to the tact of extended 
loyalty in the South. A Tennessee ex-Rebel 
and South Carolina Confederate Colonel 

DENOUNCED GEN. BRAGG 
in sound terms for bis assumption that there 
were no loyal men in the South, and cited many 
instances to show where men were not only 
loyal but were put to severe tests of their love 
for the Union. 

Gen. Garfield was able to show from the rec- 
ords of the War Department that there were 
fifty Southern regiments fighting on the Union 
side, and Gen. Hendersor, of the Rock Island, 
Illinois, District, bore his personal testimony to 
the tact that throughout the War he fought side 
by side with Southern regiments for the Union 
cause. The Republicans couldn’t consistently 
vote to abolish the Claims Commission, as it is 

A CREATURE OF THEIR OWN CREATION, 
and was estabiished to secure the payment of 
claims of undoubtedly loyal men in the South 
who in many instances furnished such invalua- 
ble aid to the Union army. 

There can be po doubt that there have been 
some fraudulent claims presented to the Com- 
mission, but as a whole the Republicans are of 
opinion that the claims paid have been just 
ones. 

Gen. Garfield taunted Wen. Bragg that the 
proposition to abulish this tribunal for loyal 
Southern men did not come from an ex-Confed- 
erate, but from a Union soldier, and Gen. Bragg, 
later in the debate, declared that he did not pro- 
nounce bimself so much against the fact of 
undoubted loyalty at the South as at the ma- 
chinery of the Southern Claims Commission. 

The Republicans voted against the proposition 
to transfer the business of the Commission to 
the Court of Claims, for the reason that the lat- 
ter Court has 

OPENED WIDE THE DOOR 

to the payment of all classes of claims, loyal as 
well as disioyal, by deciding that the Presiden- 
tial pardon is a bar to any inquiries as to loy- 
alty. This decision gives all Rebels who re- 
ceived Andrew Johuson’s pardon equal rigbts 
before that tribunal with men of undoubted 
loyalty. 

The object of Springer’s amendment, though 
concealed under a proposition to relieve Con- 
gress of these claims, was to relieve claimants 
now before the Commission, and those whose 
claims may hereafter be filed, from apy test of 
loyalty. 

The House again adjourned without reaching 
the political legislation attached to the bill. 
THE DEBATE.

WaSHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—The House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the Legis- 
lative bill, the pending question ing on Mr.

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EDUCATIONAL. 
THE SALARY QUESTION. 

The City Board of Education held an ad- 
journed meeting last evening to consider the 
question of fixing the salaries of teachers. 
President Wells was in the chair. 

Inspector Stone moved that the Board go into 
Committee of the Whole to consider the report 
of the Committee on Salaries. 

The motion prevailed. Inspector English was 
called to preside, and the Committee’s report 
was taken up and discussed at some lengtb. 
Tue result was the amending of. the report by 
fixing the salaries of teachers in schools where 
there were more than twelve rooms 
so that the¥ should be paid at the rate of $1,000 
per annum, and teachers in schools where there 
were eight rooms and not more than twelve, 
$900 per annum, and its adoption as amended. 

The supplemental report of the Committee 
on Salaries fixing the pay of the teachers from 
July 1, 1879, to Jan. 1, 1880, was also considered, 
and the Committee agreed to recommend that 
it be recommitted, and that a new schedule be 
reported, which should be made the special 
order for a meeting to be held June 2. 

The Committee arose and reported to the 
Board as above indicated. whereupon$I[nspector 
Stone moved that the report recommended to 
be adopted be so amended as to make the salary 
of the head assistant of the Skinner School at 
the rate of $1,200 per annum. 

The amendment prevailed, whereupon In- 
spector English called in question the legality 
of a paragraph of the report providing for an 
increase of all salaries to such an extent that 
those receiving scrip should have the aiscount 
on the same made upto them in the same arti- 
cle. He wanted the entire’ report recommitted 
and an opinion obtained from the attorney of 
the Board

The parties interested were very secret 
in their operations, not wishing to give 
undue publicity to the fact, but yesterday it 
leaked out, and it at once became the duty oi a 
reporter to inquire into the circumstances for 
the benefit of all creation. 
THE LIABILITIES OF THE COMPANY 

are said to be $23,000 secured, and $14,000 more 
unsecured... The assets are composed of the 
stock and accounts, running from $28,000 to 
$30,000, or about $20,000 in stock and about 
$8,000 in accounts. 

The cause given for this financial embarrass- 
ment is a depreciation in stocks and want of 
business. The firm have been getting weaker 
and aker since the panic. They were an old 
estabMBiment; they had been in the habit of 
keeping the very best quality of furniture; the 
hard times came on; everybody felt poor, and 
bought cheap furniture; the Company found it 
impossible to put their quality of goods against 
the cheap quality and compete with any success, 
and consequently this result. 

The above were the reasons assigned by per- 
sons who were supposed to know something 
about the matter. But there appeared to be an 
underlying something which bad precipitated 
the misfortune, and the reporter sought in vain 
to get at the bottom of the matter. 


MR. W. W. STRONG 


was seen at his residence, No. 453 West Wasb- 
ington street, upon a second visit to the house 
last evening. He had no desire to taik, but 
hinted that there would be developments of 
interest when the meeting of creditors took 
lace Tuesday. He did not wish to anticipate 
is statement, but wanted to allow his creditors 
to have the first beuefit. By talking with 
him for some time, however, the reporter learu- 
eda number of facts, some of which, such as 
giving of names, etc., it would not be judicious 
to publish at present. He said that to give a 
full history of the causes which led to the 
crisis would require going over a period of 
seven years, which he did not feel disposed to 
do. ‘The present Superintendent, Mr. Thayer, 
he said, was mentally, morally, and physically a 
correct man, but he hinted that he 
could not speak 80 highly of some 
others whom he could name who 
had been connected with the Company. 
He admitted that there was a cause which had 
suddenly and unexpectedly precipitated the 
financial embarrassment upon them; but what 
this cause was he said no living person could 
find out until the meeting took place, when a 
full explanation would be made to the credit- 
ors and to the pablic. He wanted the former 
to know all the circumstances first, and from 
first hands. He assured the writer, however, 
that there was nothing of a criminal nature in 
- transactions which had brought the trouble 
about. 

Mr. Strong refused point blank to answer 
some of the questions put to him, saying that 
his interrogator would know all in good 
time.“ One of the questions asked him was 
whether he had an idea that the creditors of the 
Company would consent to allow them to go on 
with business by extending their time, etc. 
He replied that he did not wish to anticipate 
the result of the meeting. 

In regard to the depreciation of stocks, he 
said there were two incorporated furniture com- 
panies in Chicago, his own and one other. In 
one there was a paid-up capital of $100,00 seven 
years ago, $99,000 of which he paid for the 
stocks himself. The other Company had a 

aid-up stock capital of $150,000. The stocks of 

th concerns were used up long ago, and 
neither had been worth a dollar for years. This, 
he said, showed the depreciation of stocks 
in their business. Men who used to 
in and buy from 8500 to 
worth of furniture, and give 
their checks tor it on the spot, now either pur- 
chased none or resorted to cheap, temporary 
articles to stand them out until times get bet- 
ter. But he had hoped to pull through until 
the mysterious unforseen event came along and 
precipitated the calamity upon the Company. 
He had feit a pride in the institution himself, 
and had used all the personal means at his 
disposal to ward off the blow; but it had come 
at last, and it had hit him sore.

APPOINTMENTS. 
MR. HARRISON IS MAKING UP nis MIND. 

Beyond the general scramble for place, the 
mutterings of discontent incident thereto, and 
the continuation of the ill-feeling of certain 
members of the late Democratic Campaign 
Committee on account of Mr. Harrison’s con- 
duct, there were but two events in political hap- 
penings worthy of mention yesterday. One of 
these was the appointment of Walter Mac- 
Donald to the position of patrolman and his 
being assigned to detective duty.

‘GUMMY BLAIR. 


He Says that a Secret Society Drove the 
Southern People into Rebellion by Its 
Armed Hands; and that “Southern Job- 
bers” Are Now Intriguing Against Sammy 
Tilden.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 23, 1879.—Mr 
Dear Doctor: I have yours of the 16th. The 
interest you express in my opinion on public at- 
fairs, because associated iu your mind with the 
once glorious period of our Democratic history, 
and with the tender memory, still fresh and 
strong in your heart, of my lamented brother, 
gives me far greater satisfaction than any per- 
sonal tribute would afford. With you and others 
who thus address me privately, as well as the vast 
throng who publicly welcomed me so entbusias- 
tically ta the National Convention at St. Louis 
in 1876, because they “loved and honored bim 
in his great life,“ there can be no motive but 
the promptings of the heart. These out- 
bursts of unaffectcd feeling give me un- 
speakabie joy, because they show that the 
self-sacrificing patriotism of my dear brother 
is now justly appreciated by a large portion of 
bis countrymen, and assures me that, as we 
emerge from the era of corruption, during the 
existence of which its sordid instruments have 
usurped all power and overshadowed the real 
heroes of our great struggle for the preserva- 
tion of the Union and popular government, his 
memory will be duly honored by the whole peo- 
ple. 

The claim for the soundness of the people of 
the South, made in the letter to which you re- 
fer, so far as respects the past, is, I think, sus- 
tained by the facts stated in it. That rebellion 
was not their work, but that of a secret society 
which had possessed itself of the State Govern- 
ments, suppressed free speech and suffrage, and 
drove the people into rebellion by its armed 
bands, is, I tbirk, undeniable. And that the 
conspiracy could have been stopped without 
bioodshed if the Federal authorities had pro- 
claimed secession to be war, and promptly in- 
terposed with force against the armed 
bands by which the Union sentiment 
of the unarmed people was Silenced, 
is not only rendered probable by Jackson’s sup- 
pression of the first attemot at secession by that 
course, but by the fact that wherever the Onion 
men could get arms, as in Missouri, Kentucky, 
and West Virginia, they saved their State. 
Moreover, it was the surrender of Fort Sumter 
alone that made the War. It enabled Beaure- 
gard to march his South Carolina army into Vir- 
ginia, and it was the unresisted march of that 
army into Virginia which effected the secession 
of that State, without which there would have 
been po war. Now, for the fall of Fort Sum- 
ter the Federal authorities were solely responsi- 
ble. It was not defended at all. The wooden 
barracks built within it for occupation only dur- 
ing peace, and which made it uutevable in war, 
were suffered to stand, and the Rebels were al- 
lowed to build batteries around the fort, to fire 
these buildings, and disarm the garrison; from 
fear of their own magazines! In thus surren- 
dering a fort which the progress of war showed 
to be impregnable, Anderson certainly acted 
under orders. This is seif-evident on the 
face of the transaction. Moreover, Seward 
frustrated the effort to relieve the fort by get- 
ting from the President, without the knowledge 
of the Secretary of the Navy, an order detac 
ing from the expedition for that purpose the 
ouly armed vessel sent with it, and which was 
indispensable to its success, without letting the 
President know that he was interfering with the 
expedition be had ordered.

Much Talking by Counsel-- -The 
Case Goes to the Jury. 


The- General Impression Is that There 
Will Be a Disagreement. 


The Golsen case was continued in the United 
Statss Circuit Court yesterday morning. Gol- 
sen and Miller were each permitted to take the 
stand and make a few explanations in regard to 
the matters on which they had testified. On be- 
half of the prosecution, Mr. Baldwin spoke at 
some length. He read the indictment, and 
showed the law bearing on the case, defio- 
ing the difference which the law 
made between larceny and embezzlement. 
Where larceny was charged the presecution 
must prove the intent; where the charge was 
embezzlement there was no need for such proof. 
Golsen might have borrowed the money intend- 
ing to repay it, but that made no difference. It 
was only necessary for the Government to prove 
that Golsen knew the money belonged to the 
Post-Office. 

Charley Cameron then got his inoings and de- 
voted several hours to general abuse of Miller, 
whom he characterized as a prolific liar.” 

This used up the forenoon session, and on re- 
assembling Judge Bangs got his show. In re- 
turn be gave it to Golsen, and claimed that said 
Golsen was not only no better than he ought to 
be, but a great deal worse than he need be. 

JUDGE BLODGETT 


then delivered his charge to the jury substanti- 
ally as follows: 

He first reviewed the eight counts of the in- 
dictment. These, with much circumlocution of 
detail and many legal technicalities, charged 
that Golsen, the defendant, obtained from Mil- 
ler certain moueys, well knowing the same to 
belong to the United States. The indictment 
having already been published, there is no need 
for a repetition of the charges. 

The Court said that, stripped of their legal 
and technical phraseology, the charges were 
that Miller, while acting as Cashier of the Money- 
Order Department of the Post-Office, loaned to 
the defendant, Golsen, the scveral sums named, 
Golsen being cognizant of the fact that the 
money which he received was Post-Office 
mouey, and having advised and participated in 
the unlawful conversion of such funds by Miller. 

The Court then read the section (4,046) of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States bearing 
on the case, and showed what conversion of 
funds“ meant. Advising was an offense under 
the statute, and so was participation. The 
object of the law was to prevent persons in- 
trusted with Post-Office funds from using them 
in any way as their own, and to make it a crimi- 
nal offense for any outsider to advise or secure 
the use of such money. 

The Court said that it could hardly be died 
that if any officer or employe of the Post-Oflice 
contraveued the law, and any 
person assisted or abetted. him 
misuse of such funds, that 
son broke the law. In regard 
case there were certain elements to consider. 
First, it must appear that Miller was employed 
as a clerk in the Post-Office, which was conced- 
ed. Second, that he had, as such officer, pos- 
session of money-order funds,—also conceded. 
Third, that he loaned a portion of such funds 
to the defendant. Fourth, that defendant knew 
such funds to be money-order funds. This 
must appear to bear out the offense. Fifth, 
that Miller converted to his own use a portion 
of the funds intrusted to him. Sixth, that the 
defendant advised or participated in the cunver- 
sion of the Post-Office money. 

The times and the amounts laid down in the 
indictments were not material. If the jury 
were satisfied from the evidence that the de- 
fendant at any time within three vears prior to 
the date gf the indictment (Nov. 7, 1878) ad- 
vised or icipated in any conversion of the 
Post-Office funds by Miller, knowing such to be 
the property of the Government, then he was 

ilty. But they must de enabled to establish 

rom the tacts that some certain sum was em- 
bezzled by Miller, or loaned py him to the de- 
fendant, with the advice of the defendant, and 
in which defendant participated. 

The Court then briefly recavitulated the facts 
in the case, already well known to the reader. 
He said that the defense denied all guilty bor- 
rowing of funds from Miller. They admitted 
that Miller cashed checks for Golsen, but in- 
sisted that Golsen supposed Miller provided the 
cash out of his own pocket and denied ary 
knowledge on Golsen’s part that the money be- 
longed to the Post-Office. It was said that 
Miller was an accomplice in this alleged crime, 
but the Government had a ht. to use an 
accomplice as a witness. § testimony 
should, however, be received with caution and 
subjected to severe scrutiny before a conclusion 
— be based upon it unless it was corrobo- 
rated. 

The jury were the ju as to the credibility 
of the witness, and might consider the appear- 
ance of the witness upon the stand and the 
manner in which he sustained his cross-exam- 
ination as bearing on this point. It was con- 
ceded that Miller carried checks for the defend- 
ant, and it was for them to say from the testi- 
mony whether the defendant knew that Miller 
was tg Post-Office money to cash these 
checks. e burden of proof lay upon the Gov- 
ernment, and the defendant was entitled to the 
benefit of all reasonable doubts. 

The Court then defined reasonable doubt,’ 
and instructed the jury as to the form of their 
verdict precisely as in the Gregg case. At the 
conclusion of his charge, to which the jury gave 
the greatest attention, he inauired counsel 
whether they would accept a signed and sealed 
verdict, and, having received assurances from 
both sides on this point, Judge Blodgett retired, 
and shortly afterwards left for bis home.

Court Adjourns Before Stevens Has Told 
of the Homicide. 


TALKEE-TALKEE. 

The Criminal Court-room is less crowded at 
the opening of the eighth day of the Stevens 
trial. The arguments, which it is expected will 
take up a portion of the morning, apparently 
have no charm for the rabble; but the attend- 
ance, small at first, grows with the increase of 
interest of the proceedings, until, before the 


_. first half of the day is past, the room biossoms 
‘forth with as variegated a collection of shrubs,:, 


sweet-scented and otherwise, as has filled up the 
inner courts of the temple of justice on any day 
since the trial began. The lawyers for the prose- 
cution and the defense make their entree, loaded 
down with pie-crust-colored law-books, with 
quotations from which they intend to fortify 
themselves in the argument of the legal ques- 
tions set down for the morning hour. They all 
return to their labors in good spirits, and there 
is little or no delay in getting under way. 

„Well, gentlemen,” said the Court, after the 
Bailiff has Gone the great act,” I am ready 
to go on.“ 

“TI suppose,“ says Mr. Mills, “we may as 
well argue the question which bas been raised 
regarding the opinions of persons not experts 
as to the sanitv or insanity of Stevens.“ 

“That. opinion,“ adds Mr. Storrs, “ being 
based on facts aud circumstances within their 
observation.“ 5 

Then the talk begins, and the jury take easy 
positions in their chairs. 

“The position we take.“ urges Mr. Weber, 
“is this: That while it may be true, as a prop- 
osition of law, maintained by great American 
authorities, that a person who is not an 
expert can give his opinion as to the 
state and condition of a man’s mind, vet, not- 


withstanding, he must first, before giving that 
opinion, testily to the jury all the facts and cir- 
cumstances withit™his knowledge; and, second, 
must show bimself so conversant with the ante- 
cedents, the history and life of the person that 
he can state whether the conditions under which 
he saw him were normal or abnormal,—in other 
words, no one, not even a medical expert, can 
base his opinion upon a single incident, not 
knowing anything else about the person of 
whom he gives that opinion.“ 

„The difticultv which has occurred in this 


case, states Mr. Storrs, ever since it has fall- 


en into the hands of the defense, has arisen, we 
think, in great measure from the confused aud 
mistaken notion as to what an opinion really is; 
for it is se difficult, and sometimes so utterly 
impossibie, for the witness to separate impres- 
sions from facts that carrying the rule as to 
opinions to its fullest extent, even to the extent 
to which it has been carried here, deprives the 
jury, as we think, of a good deal of material 
which should property go before them to enable 
them to reach a conclusion in the question at 


issue. It has quite frequently occurred in 
this trial, and appears in the statements 
of the witnesses, that Stevens 


appeared frenzied, that he appeared wild, out of 
sorts, that he appeared Juny; various expres- 
sions of that kind are scattered all through the 
testimony.” 

„Was the word ‘frenzied’ used!“ asks Mr. 
Mills. 

Les, sir,“ answers Storrs. 

No, sir,“ rejoins Mr. Mills. 

The Court steps in between the disputants, as 
usual. No witness used the word,“ says he, 
but it was in a question.“ :

And then the learned counsel dashes into his 
saw -books. : 

“There is no difference,“ argues he, in the 
rule of evidence between civ and criminal 
cases on this subject of opinion. The courts 
holding the view sustaived by Mr. Weber say it 
is for the jury to draw information fiom the 
facts and circumstances detailed by witnesses 
on the stand, but a great many say that that is 
fallacious because it is utterly impossible for 
any one witness to communicate to the jury all 
the facts and opinions on which his opinion is 
based, and, therefore, at least one-half of the 
vower of the testimony is withdrawn from the 
jury. There is no reason, no occasion, no neces- 
sity, no probability, of any one man being so 
specifically interested in another that he will 
carry about with him for years, or even for 
days, all the little floating indicia which created 


an impression upon his mind as to the sanity or 


iusauty of an individual so as to communicate 
them to the jury and piace them in precisely the 
Same position for forming an opinion which he 
himselt beld when the interview or interviews 
were had from which that opinion was formed 
and upon which he bases the opinion which he 
himself expresses to the jurv. - ; 

Before sitting down Mr. Storrs, who has been 
posted by the stgnographer, says he was mis- 
taken about frenzy.“ Ihe expression used 
by Mr. Hubbard was ‘beside himself.’ But I 
think all such expressions employed by the wit- 
nesses are competent.“ 

Mr. Trude follows his associate, and reads 
from book after book, and the jury move around 
in their seats and some of them rub their eyes. 
Astonishing as it may seem all of them listen 
attentively, though what is said is not intended 
for their ears, but those of the Court. 

“We claim,“ says Mr. Trude, that Mr. 
Hubbard, who saw Stevens fora considerable 
length of time, was iu his presence, nad a chance 
to study his face, and did study it; that 
his conduct left an inpression on Mr. 
Hupbard’s mind which was far more than 
evanescent in its character,—an impression 
that was lasting. And we desire that Mr. Hub- 
bard shall state what took place, what was said, 
What was done, and then ask, from/a!l the ir- 
cumstances, whether in bis opinion Peter Stevens 
was in his right mind or not; or whether there 

were any evidences, in his opinion, of mental 
derangement.”’ : \

“I find no difficulty about the question,” 
says the Court. “Soifar as I have ruled upon 
it during the last two er three days in reference 
to all of the witnesses, unless it is Capt. Healy, 
I am perfectly satisfieé under the law in this 
State, as I understand it, before a wit- 
ness can be permitted to give an opin- 
jon as to the sanity or _ insanity 


of the testator, or in the case of a person ac- 
cused of crime, he is compelled to state facts 
and circumstances upen which that opinion is 
based, so that the jury may weigh the opinion 
and determine whether it amounts to anything 
at all, or should have any weight in their deter- 
mination of the question, for they are the body 
of last resort, at least, who are to decide the 
question of menta! sanity. But 1 am satistied 
no case can be found anywhere where a witness 
has bad but one interview with a man, as in the 
case of Mr. Hubbard, and can come in and give 
his opinion of a man's sanity. But where one 
has known a mau a long time, has associated 
with him -intimately, as in the case 
in 79 III., where Judge Breese excoriates 
the expert business, and in a general way almost 
all experts, dis testimony is of more value than 
an expert’s. I had some doubt about Capt. 
Healy, because he had employed this man in his 
office for several years, and, so far as the ex- 
pression he used which I ruled out, I have had 
some littie doubt whether that would or would 
not be competent. In referring to these mat- 
ters in the testimony I can decide whether they 
are competent or uot. I shall exclude the evi- 
dence, so.faf as Mr. Hubbard is concerned, and 
allow vou the benefit of an exception, and so 
far as any other witnesses are concerned, out of 
the. ten, fifteen, or twenty you have asked 
as to interviews with the prisoner, oc- 


curring a week or two before the bomi- 
cide, with the exception of some two or 
three persons, I am perfectly satisfied 


with the rulings, and they are now on record, 
and you have the benefit of them. If you think

John Mulcaby, swarthy and apparently hastily- 
summoned from work, appears at Trude’s call 
and testifies: I am amolderand work for 
Cribben & Sexton.

He stopped his buggy, 
called me over, and we drove over on the West 
Side, up Randolph, crossing over four or five 
different streets, and driving all around for 
about an hour and three-quarters. He said he 
wanted to see bis wife. Thought he was drink- 
ing by the way he ‘druy’; he ‘druv’ pretty 
fast.“ 

What did he say about his wife!“ 

„ Object,” shouts Mills. 

“Objection sustained,“ decides the Court. 

„Now, I offer to prove,“ puts in Trude, 
‘‘ that he spoke of his affection for his wife, and 
that the witness said, you are crazy,’ and ‘I 
want to get out.’ I have had no opportunity to 
see this witness as vet, but a gentleman told 
me he was an important one and we summoned 
him.“ 

„It is wrong ’’, says the Court, with a shade 
of reproval in his tone, to introduce these wit- 
nesses here aimlessly.“

STENOGRAPHER SCATES. 

While Mulcahy takes a back seat, he calls 
Charles Scates, who testifies as follows: I am 
a short-hand writer. 1 have known Stevens four 
or five vears.. I saw him before the homicide. 
He had copied for us, was accurate and intelli- 
gent, and really one of the 
copyists we had. Shortly before 
the homicide, I noticed a change in his de- 
meanor. He had previonsiv been cheerful, but 
was now sullen and moody—a different man 
entirely. I noticed this change after he came 
back from Cincinnati. I bad conversations 
with him, and am sure he spoke of his domes- 
tic troubles, but don’t remember what was 
said. I have means, however, of forming an 
opinion as to what effect those difficuities had 
upon him. His changed demeanor made meask 
him what was the matter, and 1 learned from 
him what the matter was. I think I first 
learned it from him after bis West Side trouble. 
‘The change was so marked that I asked him the 
cause of it. He said it was the trouble with bis 
wite. I observed these changes up to the time 
of the homicide. and for that reason wasn't as 
willing to give him work as before.“ 

Take the witness, says Storrs. 

Mr. Mills cross-examines and witness testi- 
files: I have known Stevens four or five 
years. I can’t tell how long he worked for us 
continuously. His appearance was thoroughly 
changed; be was sulky and morose.”’

ANOTHER WRANGLE. 

I make this suggestion,” observes the Court’ 
„That it doesn’t fall exactly within any de- 
cision I have made. It would not be in the 
form of a communication from the wife to the 
husband, or anything of that sort; but, if I 
understand it, it tends to show a communica- 
tion from her to a third person.” 

My objection,” resumes Mr. Weber, ‘is: 
simply this: If the letter had been sent, it 
would not have been seen in Mrs. Stevens’ pos- 
session. If not sent, then it is no testimony 
under any circumstances. What she may have 
written and retained in her possession without 
sending certainly cannot be adduced as a crim- 
inatory intention against her or anybody else,” 

Ihe reply to all which is,” says Storrs, firing 
up, that none of this evidence is offered as 
criminatory evidence against Mrs. Stevens. I 
shall keep on repeating that until it is fully 
understood. It has been declared again, and 
again, and again, that all this evidence is offered 
merely for the purpose of showing the state of 
mind of the prisoner on another occasion, to- 
wit: the occasion under investigation, and the 
circumstances which we think created an im- 
pression upon that mind, and w we shall 
argue, did create it, and continued richt along 


down to the time of the homicide. The 
inquiry is not as to whether his wife 
sent a letter; for, having shown that 


his wife received a letter from a particular par-

tending to influence somewhat the mind of the 

prisoner, because it tends to show that she was 
in correspondence with him. That is not a 
question of law—can’t be made a question of 
law. It is a pure question of fact, and the 

cogency of the fact must finally be determined 
by the jury.“

Ruger as a Thorn in the Side of Gen. Miles 

Military Jealousies on the Frontier.

Bismarck, D. T., April 13.—During the re- 
cent break-up in the Missouri River, at Fort Bu- 
ford, three ubknown men were seen closely sit- 
ting together onaraft, surrounded by great 
masses of floating ice. They appeared to have 
very little clothing on, and were scarcely able 
to raise the cry of distress. It was impossible 
for any of the garrison to go to their rescue. 
They floated away into eteruity. They were 
supposed to be deserters. 

Ine introduction of Gen. Ruger into the De- 
partment of Dakota adds another element of 
discord: and the planting of bim north of the 
Y@Mowstone, and in the very face of the great 
Sioux warrior, is a thorn in the side of the am- 
bitious Miles. It is literally cutting Miles out, 
aud leaving him alone in his glory as command- 
ant of the Yellowstone District, covering Forts 
Custer, Keogb, and Buford. Ruger wili be in 
command of the Montana District, formerly run 
by Gen. Gibbon, now tempofarily in command 
of the Department. 

Ruger’s position will make him the central 
figure on the frontier, and from his reports and 
actions the country will get its knowledge of 
the whereabouts und intentions of Sitting Bull. 
That prominence will hurt Miles’ feélings. He 
has deservediy established bimselfin the hearts 
of his Western countrymen, and he will 
not look favorably upon an intruder. Terry 
undoubtedly is pieesed to see Ruger go to the 
front, as he has been piqued in times past with

authority outside of the redgulation-books. 
Terry and Sheridan both bave had occasion to 
say to Miles: ‘*‘Goslow, young wan! ‘erry 
bas actualiy reproved him. lnese Generals of 
St. Paul and Chicago don’t hke Miles’ stubborn 
way of pushing things and reaping laureis. 
Miles is charactcrized as a ‘“‘ whirlwind” wen 
he gets on a hot trail, and his enterprise 
frequently leads him to a point not written 
duwo in the St. Paul and Chicago oflices. 
While Miles may be bailled in this section in his 
eudeavor to be a Brigadier, there is a different

KAUFMAN VS. KAUFMAN. 

Saturday last a bill for divorce was filed by 
Sarah II. Kaufman against her husband, Joseph 
Kaufman, which contains some of the most 
horrible charges ever made in a legal document. 
The bill was suppressed for service ag the time. 
The complainant sets Out that she was marrie 
to the defendant in 1866. She was at the tuen a 
divorced wife, aud had two children, a boy and 
a girl. She was at the time employed ina hotel, 
but left it and went to housekeeping. Very 


soon her husband began making complaints be- 
cause she did notearn money, and she then weut 
into alaundry. She then took in washing, and 
after a time opened a lauudry herself, and built 
up avery prosperous business, clearing enough 
to support herself and family and husband, and 
also lay by about $1,200. Kaufman never did 
any work of any account at his trade of shoe- 
maker, aud frequently abused ber on slight 
pretexts, aud threatened to kill her, until she 
did uot dare to sleep in the same house with 
bim. 

In the fall of 1874 she discovered, to her hor- 
ror; that her husband had seduced ber daughter, 
a mere child, and, by repeated threats aud 
promises, uad been keeping up his relations 
with her. She taxed him with it, when he 
threatened to kill her. Then he charged that 
her marriage was illegal, as she had not been 
divorced from her former husband. She sent 
the daughter away instantly, but after a week 
he said the girl must come back to 
work in the laundry. At the same time 
he promised he would bot bave 
anything to do with her, and the 
mother by threats and promises finally sent for 
her daughter. For the next two months she 
watched her closely, often questioning her, but 
the child denied ali wrong-doing, until finally 
Mrs. Kaufman discovered her husband lad 
been guilty of the same crime agaiv. She 
charged him with it, and he again grew angry. 
Then he boldly said he would marry the girl, as 
his marriage to her (complainant) was illegal. 
If consent was not given, he would take ber 
anyhow. He threatened, promised, and 
stermed in turn, until the mother, afraid of her 
life on the one hand, and thinking on the other 
hat perhaps ber marriage was illegal and that 
ber daughter might be better treated, actually 
consented to the infamous proposal. Kaufman 
and his «hild-wife then took a trip out West, 
but in s few weeks the latter returned with a 
sickenjpy story of neglect and abuse. 

‘Lhe bill does not say whether Kaufman came 
back or not, but it appears he did, for in 1875 
Mrs. Kaufman loaned $500 of her money to one 
Tow, taking a pote and trust-deed in her hus- 
band’s name. She also loaned $600 to one 
Peter Barnard, the securities being taken in her 
husband’s name without her consent. She 
afterwards learned that the notes and trust- 
deeds were in his name, but as she and he were 
living at the time in comparative~ content- 
ineut,”? she did pot wish to raise any angry dis- 
cussion by making objection. 

After this Kaufman seems to have left, for 
in December last the daughter began a suit 
against bim for divorce on the ground of biga- 
my. ‘lhe trial was put off from time to time, 
though Kaufman never ap;cared in person, 
but made a defense through his lawyers, Rubeus 
& Hiestand. While the case was peuding, com- 
plainant rectived divers letters from her hus- 
baud, some threatening arrest, some death, and 
others promising that if she would give up the 
notes and mortgages she held, mentioned above, 
he would withdraw his defense. By the advice 
ol her attorneys, Juessen & Anderson, however 
she paid no attention to these missives, am 
finally, on the Ist of March last, an unknown 
person came to her and threateaed that, if she 
did not go that night to the office of 
Harry Rubens, one of her husband’s lawyers, 
and take the securities, she would be arrested. 
She was very much frightened, and wert. She 
found there, she alleges, besides Rubens, her 
husband and ope Wenzel Bulacheck, to whom 
she had loaned money, and who had been the 
go-between of ber husband in making some of 
his threats and premises. She told Rubens ber 
attorneys had advised ber not to surrender the 
notes and mortgages, but he,»she says, told her 
not to mind them, nor say anything to them 
about the case, that they would charge her $100 
more if they knew of it. Healso threatened, 
alleges the bill, that he would keep her daugh- 
ter’s case from being tried for five years, that 
he could have her (complainant) ar- 
rested if she dia not do as he 
wanted. Under such and other like threats 
she says she gave up all the securities, and was 
finally allowed to go. Kaufman bas since 
transferred the Barnard securities to Bulacheck. 
The daughter secured a divorce, and Judge 
Moore, indignant at hearing the above testi- 
mony, Which all came out belore him on the 
trial, at once ordered Kauiman’s arrest on a 
charge of bigamy, but unfgrtunately the officer 
has not been able to catch him. In conclusion, 
Mrs. Kaufman asked for a divorce, and for an 
order restraining her husband and Bulacheck, 
Barnard, and Town, who are also made defend- 
ants, from disposing of the securities, and for a 
decree cumpeiling their restoration to her.

A BOOK-AGENTS’ QUARREL. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by Francis Smart against his former partner, 
Peter Mooney, to prevent the latter from en- 
gaging in the subscription-book business. Com- 
plainant states that ne and Mooney have been 
for a long time engaged in the business of sub- 
ecription-book selling and bookbioders, and have 
controlled ghe books and several publications 
of several p&blishing firms within certain terri- 
tory, including those of Geddie & Barnes, of Pufla- 
delphia. On the 16th of December last they 
dissolved partnership, complainant buying his 
partner out, and paying 83.000. He was also 
to assume all debts and collect all accounts, and 
Mooney agreed not to go into the same business 
here, either alone or in partvership, 
for three years. Mooney then gave out that be 
was going into the paper business, but shortly 
alter went to Philadelphia, aud there made ar- 
raugements with Geddie & Barnes to act as Chi- 
cago agent for their publications. Complainant 
told Geddie & Barnes that he was still their 
arent, and entitled to seli their works here, but 
they refused to send them to him, aud he went 
ou to Philadelphia and attached the edition of 
one pew subscription work they had just issued, 


ou the ground that it was then his 
property. The firm claimed Mooney had 
made isrepresentations to them, and by 
such statements induced them to rec- 
ognize him as their agent. Smart 


now charges that Mooney has williully broken 
his agreement in thus géing iute the book busi- 
ness so soou; that there is no adequate remedy 
to be had at law, as Muoney ts of doubtful 
financial responsibility; that ove of the tive 
votes given in part payment of the $3,000 falls 
due to-day. and he fears he will be compelled to 
pay it, though the consideration has failed. He 
therefore asks that Mooney may be prevented 
from opening an agency here for three years, as 
agreed, or from doing any other thing to break 
his coutract. 
— 
AN AGED CASE. 

The indictment was quashed yesterday by 
Judge Blodgett in the case of Michael Heilbran 
and Bernard Weil. Ther were indicted about 
eighteen months ago for making preferential 
trgeeters and disposing of their property in vio- 
lation of the Bankrupt law, and convicted. They 
were present at the trial, but it is supposed that 
after the jury retired they got some inkling, 
either by listening at the door or through a leaky 
juror, that the verdict was against them, for, 
when they were cailed the next morning to 
hear the verdict, they were nowhere to be found, 
and, as was learned subsequently, skipped off 
to Canada. They found the climate there so 
agreeabic that they determined to stay awhile. 


A few months after, however, the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
decided that the clause of the Bankrupt 


law under which they had been convicted was un- 
constitutional, and that a Court could not make 
an act illegal by some subsequent occurrence 
which was perfectly valid when it was commit- 
ted. This was especiali; good news to the ex- 
les, and after waiting a while to collect their 
surplus Wealth and convert it into 4 per centa, 
they bid their many Canadian friends farewell 
and turned their faces back to Chicago.

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ADDITIONAL CIRCUIT JUDGES FOR 
COOK COUNTY, 
Cnicaco, April 15.—Sec. IU of Art. VI., title 
“ Judiciary,” of the Constitution, provides that 
after the year 1874 inferior Appellate Courts of 
uniform orgaoization and jurisdiction may be 
created in districts formed for that purpose, but 
requires the persons who shall act as. Judges 
therein to be selected from those who have been 
elected as Circuit Judges. The creation of this 
court is wholly a matter in the discretion of the 
Legislature, and the exteat to which other pro- 
visions of the Coustitution touching the judi- 
clary must Decessarily be modified to give effect 
to the court when created are left to legislative 
action and judicial construction. For all prac- 
tical purposes until the Appellate Courts are 
created, this Sec. II might as well not have been 
in the Cunstitution. There is no allusion to it 
anywhere butin a clause in the thirty-second 
section Of the same article. 
Lt is scif-evident that, prior to the creation of 
this court, the Circuit Judges, as to number, 
would be limited by the needs of the people for 
the trial of what may be called mst priws cases, 
and the Legislature may fairly be presumed to 
have, within the intent of the Constitation, pro- 
vided such number of Circuit Judges as would 
accommodate the wants ef the people iu that 
regard and no more. But when the Appellate 
Courts are created, then there are taken from 
the persons elected for the service of Circuit 
Judges some to perform the duties of anothe 
oliice, and to the extent that that is dene it 
fair to infer that the Constitution, silent on the
